and “May 14” on the bathroom wall 
pn Monday, April 30. 

From that point on, justice was 
swift. The boy was called from his 
classroom to the principal's office, 
Where he was questioned by admin-

istrators. The boy quickly admitted 
to the crime. 

Administrators called the boy’s 
mother and informed her that her 
son was going to be placed under 
arrest. Moments later, that is pre- 
cisely what happened, for officers 
from the Wilmington Police 
Department quickly reported to the 
high school, read the boy his rights 
and escorted him out of the build- 


ing. 
A few hours later, he was 
arraigned in Woburn District Court.

Middle and High schools 


More threats plague local schools 


have both come on the heels of ones 


WILMINGTON - For the third and 
fourth time in as many weeks, 
threats have been found written on 
the walls of restrooms at the 
Wilmington Middle School and High 
School. 

On Monday, April 30, a high school 
administrator found a threat on a 
bathroom wall that read, simply, 
“Bomb,” with the date of May 14 
underneath it. The graffiti, which 
was discovered shortly before 
school was dismissed that after-

The author of threat, a student at 
the high school, has been caught, 
arrested and arraigned. (See story 
on other side of this page.) 

On Thursday, April 26, an admin- 
istrator at the Middle School uncov- 
ered a threat written on a partition 
in one of the bathrooms that read, 
“I will bomb the building at 12:30 
April 31.”

Arrested on drug charges 


Man makes bail; 
misses arraignment 


WILMINGTON - Authorities are 
looking for William Rivera, a 34 
year-old Spanish man who stands 
five-foot-eight, weighs approximate- 
ly 200 pounds and wears his black 
hair shortly cropped. 

On Tuesday, April 24, Rivera, a 
resident of Lawrence, was arrested 
for trafficking cocaine in the park- 
ing lot of the Casa Di Fior on West 
Street in Wilmington. The Casa Di 
Fior had nothing to do with Rivera. 
“That’s just the area where he 
chose to do his business,” says 
Wilmington Detective John Bossi of 
the Southern Middlesex Drug Task 
Force. “He lives in Lawrence, a lot 
of his clients are from Woburn and 
Reading, and this location was right 


off the highway between those 
places.” 

When Rivera went to the West 
Street parking lot on April 24 to 
make his latest deal, he was under 
surveillance by members of the 
Wilmington Police Department and 
the aforementioned task force. The 
authorities, who by then had com- 
pleted two undercover transactions 
with Rivera in recent memory, had 
been tipped off by a source who told 
them where Rivera would be at that 
time. 

When Rivera was arrested, he had 
in his possession fourteen grams of 
cocaine, an amount that adds up to 
a trafficking offense. The street 
value of the seized cocaine is

Guest Editorial by Sheriff James DiPaolo 


Do Sheriff's Offices need more oversight? 


The recent inmate uprising at 
the Dartmouth House of Correction 
has led toa spate of articles regard- 
ing the Office of Sheriff. As Presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Sheriffs’ 
Association, I would like to factu- 
ally inform the citizens of Massa- 
chusetts that while we always will 
have some differences in philoso- 
phy, and perhaps leadership style, 
the Massachusetts Sheriffs’ Asso- 
ciation generally enjoys unanimous 
support of its members on nearly 
every issue of importance to the 
performance of our duties. 

‘There are 14 Sheriffs across the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
Each one is elected for a six year 
term by county-wide vote. (While 
the Massachusetts Legislature has 
eliminated county government in 
some areas, county-wide election 
still exists for the Office of Sheriff, 
similar to the Office of the District 
Attorney.) 

Each Sheriff of course, makes 
his own determination of the poli- 
cies that would best serve their 
institutions, ¢lientele and jurisdic- 
tion. Like the coach or manager of 
a professional sports team, some 
have “stricter” rules and policies, 
while others endeavor to create a 
climate of mutual respect, but both 
strive to win the game. At either 


end of the spectrum, both leader- 
ship styles seek to maximize reha- 
bilitative efforts for our inmates - 
which appraach is more successful 
has been the subject of intense de- 
bate for many years and can not be 
decided using anecdotal evidence 
The 14 Massachusetts Sheriffs know 
that every inmate under their aus- 
pices can only be held for a maxi- 
mum of two and one half years per 
offense and that the average incar- 
ceration period is closer to eight 
months before they are returned to 
society. Given this reality, I can 
assure you that every member of 
the Massachusetts Sheriffs’ Asso- 
ciation spends the vast majority of 
their time trying to retrain, reedu- 
cate andrehabilitate the inmates in 
their charge. 

The recent incident at the 
Dartmouth House of Correction has 
created a question of whether the 14 
Massachusetts Sheriffs’ Offices may 
need more state oversight. Ironi- 
cally, infact, we are one of the most 
regulated and are subject to more 
oversight than any other single 
government entity in Massachu- 
setts. First, every Sheriffs’ Office 
facility is subject to bi-annual au- 
dits by the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Correction to ensure that

"While we won't know until 
after the close of the fiscal year 
exactly how much each city and 
town will receive, we are pro- 
jecting a Lottery surplus of at 
east $42.9 million,” O'Brien 
said, noting that $822.8 million 
in Lottery aid was already ap- 
propeiated in the annual 

udget, including $730 million in 
unrestricted aid to cities and 
towns. 

"If sales are very strong in 
the last quarter the actual Lot- 
tery surplus could reach or 
even exceed the $51.6 million in- 
cluded in the supplemental 
budget passed by the Legisla- 
ture. 

"This is good news for cities 
and towns that use Lottery aid 
to help fund schools, police and 
fire services, and other impor- 
tant programs," O'Brien added. 
"As we did last year when we 
cut the Lottery's administrative 
expenses by nearly $4 million, 
we will continue to look for 


ways to save money at the Lot- 
tery so that we can provide cit- 
ies and towns with a maximum 
amount of aid." 

O'Brien noted that because 
the cap on Lottery aid to cities 
and towns was fully phased out 
last fiscal year and the state is 
no longer diverting Lottery pro- 
ceeds to support the state 
budget, cities and towns will re- 
ceive 100 percent of the Lottery 
surplus.

O'Brien has urged the Legisla- 
ture to be more cautious in esti- 
mating wast the Lottery sur- 
plus be, especially after the 
House of Representative pro- 
jected $60 lion in additional 
aid. The Lottery currently pro- 
jects that there will be a sur- 

lus between $42.9 million and 

11.6 million. 

"I believe that it is important 
that we don't make a commit- 
ment to cities and towns that 
we can't keep," O'Brien said. 
"Cities and towns will receive 
100 percent of the actual sur- 
plus, so I think it makes more 
sense to adjust the level of Lot- 
tery aid upward later if it mate- 
rializes rather than the re- 
verse."

try. One day, he resigned from that 
field to fulfill his dream of inspiring 
young people. He applied to 
Harvard University to pursue a 
Master's degree in education, so 
that he could teach high school 
math and science. 

In his application to Harvard, 
Albert explained why he wanted to 
be a teacher. 

“As a teacher, I would hope to 
encourage and inspire young people 
to live their lives to their greatest 
potential, both inside and outside 
their classroom.” Albert wrote. “I 
believe I have what it takes to be a 
good teacher and that by attending 
Harvard I can fulfill that dream.” 

He never made it to Harvard. On 
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A haunting legacy of drinking and drivin 


June 7, 1992, Albert’s path crossed 
with three teenagers whom he quite 
possibly might have taught one day 
in Gloversville, New York, a town he 
had told his mother that he might 
want to teach in someday. 

On that day in June nine years 
ago, Albert was one of 70 top 
cyclists bicycling for 24 hours in the 
“Race Across America.” It was a 
night that was also special to high 
school students in that Fulton 
County, New York town because it 
was Prom Night. 

Unbeknownst to Albert, the bicy- 
cle race had been called off due to 
two. alcohol-related car accidents 
that night, one of which killed one 
of Albert’s fellow cyclists. It was 
close to 2 a.m. and Albert was bik- 


Master Plan and“the 
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* THE TOWN BUDGET, which 
totaled $51.4 million in salaries and 
services and equipment and materi- 
als for various departments 
throughout the local government, 
was overwhelmingly approved. 
Those in town who would like to see 
more funding for Wilmington 
schools can take heart: 47% of the 
budget will be used for the 
Wilmington School Department and 
the Shawsheen Valley Regional 
Vocational Technical High School 
District. 

+ A VICTORY FOR THE MAS- 
TER PLAN. The Master Plan 
Committee, which submitted to the 
Town Meeting its proposal for a 
Conservation Subdivision Design 
By-Law, endured a bit of a rocky 
ride when it hit the floor for discus- 
sion, but it ultimately emerged a 
winner when residents voted 144 to 
51 in favor of approving the amend- 
ment. 

The Planning and Conservation 
Department maintains that the new 
by-law will protect open space, 
forests, wildlife, wetlands, historical 
resources and community charac- 
ter by allowing better flexibility and 
creativity in the design of residen- 
tial subdivisions. 

The proposal, which was present- 
ed by Master Plan Committee 


member and Selectman Scott 
Garrant, Planning and 
Conservation Director Lynn 


Duncan and Acting. Master. Plan 


Committee ~ Chairperson” "Kevin 


Brander, was greeted with some 
opposition on its way to passage. 

Selectman Michael McCoy, for 
example, disagreed with a compo- 
nent in the by-law that would allow 
the establishment of retail business- 
es in land predominantly occupied 
by residents. Selectman McCoy 
also recommended against the 
piece-by-piece method by which the 
Master Plan is being placed before 
the town. 

* HOUSEKEEPING. Town 
Meeting residents also approved a 
number of projects and expendi- 
tures to be financed through taxes 
and other available funds. They 
are: $489,130 for five police cruis- 
ers, one rescue pumper truck and 
one diesel dump truck with a plow; 
$28,000 for repairs at Wilmington 
High School; $18,250 for new lights 
at the Town Park and the 
Shawsheen Elementary School ten- 
nis courts; $17,500 for the construc- 
tion of a playground at the Boutwell 
School's Early Childhood Center; 
$80,000 for the development and 


implementation of a stormwater 
management program; $250,000 for 
the development of a comprehen- 
sive water resources management 
plan, which will include a number 
of environmental impact studies; 
$975,000 for renovations at the high 
school; $302,000 for the operation of 
various town departments; $405,315 
for the Department of Public 
Works’ Chapter 90 Construction 
Fund Account; $5,000 for the obser- 
vances of Memorial Day and 
Veterans Day; $2,250 for the leases 
of the VFW Clubhouse, the Marine 
Corp League headquarters, and the 
American Legion Clubhouse; and 
$10,000 for the Senior Citizen Work- 
Off Program. 

* ACCEPTED AS TOWN WAYS. 
Meadow Brook Road, Isabella Way, 
Baker Street, Marion Street III, 
Molloy Road and Moore Street had 
their layouts easily approved. 
However, a proposal by land owner 
Lester Chisholm to have Mink Run 
accepted as a town way was voted 
down in large part because of the 
controversies surrounding the qual- 
ity of life at Shawsheen Commons. 

« IN THE HANDS OF THE CON- 
SERVATION COMMISSION. Voters 
approved the transfer of the care, 
custody, management and control 
of the following properties to the 
Conservations Commission: wet- 
lands near Parker Street, Randolph 
Road, Taft Road, Forest Street, 
Calumet Road, Winston Avenue, 
Avery, Street, Cambridge Avenue 
and-Medford-Avenue; parcels abut- 
ting the Wildlife Sanctuary; and 
sections of land containing three 
vernal pools within an area near 
North Reading called the “Lost 
Colony.” 

Incidentally, parcels of land on 
Cary Street that were approved for 
public sale at a previous Town 
Meeting were reverted back to the 
status of conservation land. Such a 
decision was handed down by the 
187 voters in favor of the transfer 
who defeated the 62 residents who 
did not. 

* IN THE HANDS OF THE 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN. As a 
result of voters’ approval, a couple 
of properties no longer needed by 
the town have been turned over to 
the Board of Selectmen for the pur- 
pose of public sales. ‘The land 
includes a tiny piece of Lake Street 
near the Wilmington-Tewksbury 
line and property located on 
Newbern Street 

* CHALK ONE UP FOR THE 
“LITTLE GUY.” Resident Henry 
DiOrio stood before his fellow resi- 


ing uphill when a car with three 
intoxicated teenagers crossed the 
center yellow lines and hit Albert 
head on. 

“He was catapulted off his bike 
onto the hood of the car and 
crashed into the windshield.” 
Virginia explained to the crowd of 
parents on Monday night. “Glass 
went in on the boys, they swerved 
and Albert was flung off into the 
ditch.” 

‘The 18-year-old driver and his two 
passengers, one of which was four- 
teen, escaped the incident without 
severe injuries. 

Albert, however, lost his life. 
Explained Virginia, “We were told 
that the hardest thing any parent 
has to do is bury their child. But

* MAKING ITS MARK ON TAT- 
TOO PARLOR POLICY. The Board 
of Health saw the writing on the 
wall, or, should we say, the ink on 
the skin, when the Supreme Court 
recently legalized tattoo parlors. In 
an attempt to regulate such possi- 
ble incoming enterprises, the board 
submitted an article to Town 
Meeting that proposed that sich 
businesses be restricted to an adult 
district designated to Ballardvale 
Street. Proponents at the Town 
Meeting made no bones about it: 
Restricting tattoo parlors to such a 
high-rent location in town would 
likely decrease the chances of them 
it ling up shop in Wilmington.

* REZONING. Thanks to the vot- 
ers’ support, Thomas Miller can 
rezone his Woburn Street property 
on the Woburn city line from “resi- 
dential-20” to “general business.” 

However, voters shot down Article 
42, which proposed the deletion of 
Hammerhead Lots in town. 
(Hammerhead Lots are ones creat- 
ed by subdividing a large existing 
lot, leaving a buildable house lot at 
the street and creating a new lot in 
the rear.) 

Voters’ also overwhelmingly 
rejected Article 44, which sought to 
rezone the Beneventos’ property on 
Route 62 from “general industry” to

A while after the sentencing, 
Virginia and her husband received 
a letter from the father of the driv- 
er. Virginia read a portion of that 
letter aloud to her Wilmington lis- 

“We had to put our son in jail, but 
you had to put your son in a casket,” 
she read. “Our son will come home 
some day, but your son never will. 
The loneliness we feel makes us 
know how lonely and empty you 
must feel.” 

That teenaged driver is now 27 
years old and has been out of prison 
for six years. he may be free, but a 
huge price has been paid all around. 

“Education lost a’ teacher,” said 
Virginia. “Recreation lost a volun- 
teer leader. We lost our son, and the 
world lost a friend.” 

At the end of her presentation on 
Monday night, Virginia ‘showed a 
short video of pictures of Albert's 
life. Haunting every frame'was the 
notion that his was a life cut short 
by underaged drinking. 

Wilmington Community Policing 
Officer Scott Sencabaugh, who 
works regularly with teenagers and 
attended Monday's workshop, says 
that “A Parent's Perspective” and 
the other presentations to follow 
this month are a step in the right 
direction in term of educating the 
community on the affects of alco- 
hol.

Asa 
result of the threats, students now 
carry with them a “passport,” 
which features their name and pho- 
tograph and spaces for teachers to 
record their whereabouts when 
leaving a class while it is in session. 


When students reach their destina- 
tion, a faculty member there also 
records their arrival. 

Furthermore, Middle School stu- 
dents now have to sign a log upon 
entering and leaving a restroom. 

“It is regrettable that the entire 
student body has to endure these 
measures as a result of the actions 
of a few,” says O'Donnell. 

Such actions are meant to rein- 
force the ones currently being taken 
by the authorities, who are deter- 
mined to identify all of the writers 
of all of the threats. The FBI, 
which is also investigating the 
threats, has promised Wilmington 


officials its full cooperation. 

Superintendent ,O’Donnell says 
that the past few weeks have been 
“absolutely frustrating” when asked 
about the toll that the threats have 
taken against the student body and 
school administrators. 

Says O'Donnell, “You can rest 
assured, that with the police and 
their expertise, that if we have the 
good fortune of finding the ‘people 
who are doing this, they are cer- 
tainly going to have severe action 
taken against them to the fullest 
extent that the law will allow.”

Thinking 
recycling in 
Reading 

“When you take the last sip 
from a plastic soda bottle, do 
you throw it in the trash, or do 
you opt to recycle it?” notes the 
Reading edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle.” 

“While seemingly an inconse- 
quential choice to make in the 
course of a person’s busy day, 
Reading’s Solid Waste Advisory 
Committee (SWAC) is asking 
Reading residents to take that 
thinking a few more steps. 
Would you make a different 
choice if you knew that bottle 
might be resurrected as a coat, 
or a composting bin? 

“As part of America Recycles 
Day, members of SWAC encour- 
aged just that kind of thinking, 
capturing the interest of roughly 
50 people coming in and out of 
the presidential election on the 
strength of two prizes; a 
Patagonia synchilla jacket com- 
posed of fabric made from recy- 
cled soda bottles, or a compost- 
ing bin, also composed of 100 
percent recycled materials. 

“SWAC member Anne Mark 
said that while Reading has 
done a great job as a communi- 
ty in recycling materials and 
sending them to the curb in red 
bins instead of brown bags, 
there is an important piece of 
the puzzle that needs to fall into 
place. 

“The first step is putting out 
recyclables at the curb. The sec- 
ond, step is manufacturing that 
into new objects, and the third 
step is when consumers actually 
look for and buy those recycled 
items, said Mark. 

“Those three steps make up 
the three continuous arrows that 
have become the national sym- 
bol for recycling. While 80 per- 
cent of Reading households par- 
ticipate in curbside recycling 
(according to DPW’s latest sur- 
vey), Mark said more emphasis 
can now be put on buying recy- 
cled. 

“Both the jacket and the com- 
post bins are remarkable exam- 
ples of how, as the saying goes, 
one person’s trash is another 
person's treasure. 

“This year’s contest yielded 
two winners from Reading: Bob 
Connor scored the jacket, and 
Patricia Brennan took home the 
composting bin....”

his life-long interest in geology, J 


which was what had attracted 
him to the canyons and moun- 
tains of the west.
